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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The applicant's claims are directed to a three components composition intended to be 
used for cleaning and priming a surface. The applicant's claimed silane and silyl are known to be 
used in adhesive compositions these compounds are not commonly found in cleaning solutions 
containing 95-99.9% of a volatile organic solvent. 

4. Previous patents granted to Weir including US6,025,3 13, 6,248,403, and 6,096,700 teach 
the use of a solvent such as nlethyl propyl ketone and the silane. These patents however fail to 
anticipate or render obvious the inclusion of the applicant's required alkoxysilyl salt. 

5. Culler (US4,673,354) also teaches compositions for priming a surface prior to adhesion. 
Culler teaches a list of hydrolyzable silanes including those claimed by the applicant (see cols. 4- 
5). Culler however fails to anticipate or render obvious the applicant's specific inclusion of the 
alkoxysilyl salts required by claim 1. 

6. Ruschau (US5,633,038) teaches priming steel surfaces with compositions containing the 
claimed silane (see col. 5). Ruschau fails to anticipate or render obvious the inclusion of the 

alkoxysilyl. 

7. Blohowiak et al (US 5,869, 140) teach priming compositions for metal which contain the 
applicant's claimed silane. Blohowiak fails to anticipate or render obvious the inclusion of the 
alkoxysilyl. 

8. Crook (US 6,540,844) teaches the use of silanes to prepare a metal surface (see claim 8). 
Crook further teaches the use of metal alkoxide compounds and includes a triethoxysilyl 
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compound (see coL 4, lines 35-57). Crook however fails to teach any of the applicants specific 
silyls found in the Markush group of claim 1 as Crook specifically requires the salt to contain 
sulfur. 

9. Also of relevance are Sauer (US 6,827,810), Azechi et al (US 6,734,250), and Brown et 
al (US 6,596,835). Sauer fails to anticipate or render obvious the silyl. Azechi teaches rubber 
compositions not containing the required amount of solvent. Brown teaches silyls but fails to 
teach the specific silyls of claim 1 .
